I've  been  reporting  this  camp  to  the  reps  of  city  electeds,  PIO  for  DWP  and 
Metrolink.  I  just  learned  about  your  program  from  Rick  Arias. 

For  the  past  three  weeks  -  we've  had  a  group  of  rowdy  homeless  People  take  up 
camp  on  the  east  bank  /  underneath  the  DWP  utility  tower. 

As  you  can  see  in  photographs  taken  tonight-  the  camp  now  stretches  from  Gatewood 
(east)  to  Meadowvale  (west)  in  Elysian  Valley-  1/4  of  a  mile  of  tents  with  people  and  dogs 
living  along  the  top  of  the  wall  of  the  flood  control  district's  service  road  -  levy. 

On  the  West  Bank  of  the  river  we  have  a  bike  path  and  residents  and  homes.  On  your 

side  you  have  people  camping  in  your  right  of  way.  But  it's  industrial,  not  open  to  the 

public  and  has  Metrolink. 

Please  follow  protocol  -  for  homeless  people  living  in  the  channel-  move  them  out. 
I  understand  48  hours  after  giving  notice  you  can  move  them  out.  Please  relocate  them  to  a 
safe  place  to  camp.  They  urinate  and  deficate  in  the  river.  They  bathe  in  the  river  and 
recently  the  MRCA  has  even  opened  up  a  water  station  at  Oros.  My  neighbors  say  they've 
seen  a  naked  woman  bathing  there.  She's  sick-  30  yr  old  -  head  shaven  -swore  at  me  for  5 
min-  when  I  told  her  it  was  not  safe  to  sleep  in  the  river  during  the  storm. 

Appreciate  your  help.  I  hope  the  homeless  can  find  safe  shelter.  But  not  in  the 

river.  It's  not  safe  for  them,  the  water,  the  animals  or  us  the  neighbors.  And  it's 
against  the  law.  Please  help  them  move  somewhere  safe.
